county, the number of libraries and the number and 
character of volumes in each library; in how many dis- 
tricts a school has been taught during the past year, 
and for how long a time, and what school books have 
been used in each district, what proportion of children 
of school age in each district has attended the school 
duzing the past year, the-amount of money paid for 
teachers for teaching, and the expense as nearly as may 
be of conducting each district school. This state- 
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ment, together with such other information and sug- 
gestions as he may deem proper or important to the 
cause of education in the county, shall be forwarded 
to the Territorial Superintendent of Public Instruction 
on or before the first day of November of each year, in 
order that the same may be embodied in his report to 
the Legislative Assembly.

evidence of the right of such person to vote. Provided, 
that when the judges of election shall have good reason 
to believe that the person offering to vote is not the : 
person who was registered in that name; or when any- 
qualified elector shall challenge the right of such per- 
son to vote on such grounds, the vote of such person 
shall not be received until he has proved by his oath 
or otherwise that he is the person who was registered 
in that name.

The Common 
Council, or other governing power of each municipal 
organization, shall at their regular meeting next preced- 
ing any municipal election, provided said meeting sh 
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be held at least thirty days before such election; and 
if it is not so held, then at some regular meeting held 
over thirty days before such election, cause a notice to 
be published for two or more successive weeks in some 
newspaper published in said municipality; or should 
no newspaper be therein published, then by at least 
five notices posted in public places in said municipal- 
ity, stating that such election will be held, the date, 
and objects thereof, and that the registry agents (nam- 
ing them and the location of their office or place of 
business) will register the names of electors-for twenty 
days, commencing on the day of and 
ending on the day of The registry 
agents shall receive the same fees for their services in 
municipal elections as provided by this Act for other 
elections, and their fees therefor shall be audited and 
allowed as are other bills against such municipal organ- 
izations. 

Szo. 18. Whenever in any electoral year there 
shall be held in any precinet more thar one election, 

eneral, special or municipal, any person registered 
for any one of such elections shall be deemed regis- 
tered for all subsequent elections in the same year, for 
which the residence qualifieation is included in or im- 
plied by the residence qualifieation of the previous 
election, and in all cases registration for a municipal 
election shall be deemed registration for any succeed- 
ing general or special election in the same year. The 
persons so deemed registered shall be subject in all 
cases to be excluded from the registry Ly reason of 
Nip of residence or other causes, as provided in 
this Act. A resident within the meaning of this Act 
is a person who has resided or will have resided con- 
tinuously within this Territory four months, and the 
county thirty days next preceding the day of the next 
ensuing election. The electoral year shall commence 
on the tenth day of July of each year and end on the 
ninth day of July of the succeeding year. 


Neo. 19. The several registry agents shall be enti- 
tled to receive as full compensation fo^ all services 
rendered by them under the provisions of this Act the 
sum of fifty cents for each name by them registered in

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory 
of Idaho, as follows : 


Section 1. There shall be erected on the public 
block, to wit: The south half of block numbered twenty-

Section 1. The following shall be a lawful fence in 
Nez Perce county: Four rails or four boards, or three Pswtul fence. 
rails or boards, with a barbed wire on top, fastened to 
posts not less than four inches in diameter, set sub- 
stantially in the ground; if of boards, or boards and 
barbed wire, posts shall not be more than eight feet 
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apart; if of rails, or rails and barbed wire, posts shall 
not be more than nine feet apart, boards or rails 
securely fastened to the posts by nails or wire; fence 
to be not less than four feet and six inches high; pro- 
vided, that all other fences built of rails, poles, boards, 
wire, stone or other suitable material, and all brooks, 
sloughs, ponds, hedges, or other obstructions which 
upon evidence shall be declared as strong and as well 
calculated to protect enclosures as the one first above 
described, shall be considered a lawful fence. 


Seo. 2. Any person making and maintaining in 
good repair around his or her enclosure any fence such 
as is described in section one of this Act, may recover 
damages from the owner of any animal or animals 
which break through any such fence, which shall be 
the full amount of all damages sustained on account 
of such trespass; and the animal or animals so ires- 
passing, or so many thereof as are equal in value to 
the damage done, and costs, may be taken and held 
for security for the payment of such damage and costs; 
and no person shall be allowed to recover damage to 
any crop or grass or garden products, unless the same, 
at the time of such trespass or injury, was enclosed 
by a lawful fence, as before described. 


Sec. 3. Partition fences shall be erected and kept 
in repair at the joint cost of the owners or possessors 
of the respective enclosures; provided, said land is 
oecupied for agrieultural purposes; and if, after due 
notice given by either party and reasonable length of 
time has elapsed, the other,parby neglects or refuses 
to erect, or cause to be erected, the one-half of such 
fence, the party giving the notice may proceed to erect 
or cause to be erected the entire partition fence, and 
collect by law one-half of the entire cost thereof from 
the other party. 


Szo. 4. The damages provided for in this Act may 
be recovered in a civil action before any court having 
jurisdiction thereof, or by arbitration, each party to 
select a property holder of the county, and the two 
arbitrators to select a third; and said arbitrators, be- 
fore entering upon their duties, shall be first sworn 
before a Justice of the Peace, and it shall be the duty 
of the arbitrators to carefully examine the fence, its 
condition, and assess the damage done. The arbitrators 
shall examine witnesses under oath, one of them to ad- 
minister said oath to the witnesses. They shall make a 
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written report, signed by at least two of the arbitrators, 
to a Justice of the Peace in the county. The finding 
of the arbitrators, as above provided for, shall within 
three days after the same shall have been rendered, be 
filed with any Justice of the Peace of the county, who 
shall docket the same, including costs, and proceed to 
issue execution thereon, as in other cases originally 
commenced before such Justice. Such arbitrators 
shall be entitled to receive the sum of two dollars per 
day for the time necessarily employed, which shall be 
entered up as costs by such Justice of the Peace, also 
the expense of keeping of the animals held, as provided 
in section 2. 


SEO. 5. Any person taking up and holding any 
animal or animals, as provided in Section 2 of this Act, 
shall immediately give notice to the owner or person 
having in charge such animal or animals of such tres- 
pass: and the probable amount of damage; provided,

In case any animal or animals are taken 
up and held, as proyided in Section 2 of this Act, 
and the owner thereof is not known, the person or 
persons so taking the same up shall immediately 
give notice thereof by posting three written or printed 
notices in the precinct, describing the animal or ani- 
mals so held, and if the owner or person entitled to 
the possession of such animal or animals does not ap- 
pear and pay the damage and charges thereon within 
twenty days after such notice has been given, such ani- 
mal or animals shall be sold by the Sheriff or any con- 
stable of the county at public auction, after giving no- 
tice, as required by law, for the sale of personal prop- 
erty under execution; and after paying all damages, 
costs and expenses, the balance, if any there be, shall 
be, by the officer selling, paid into the County Treas- 
ury, taking a receipt therefor, which receipt shall be 
filed with the County Auditor; and if at any time within 
six months after filing of said receipt the owner or
